1) contrary to applicants' arguments, the steel cords having the exemplary 5% elongation at break qualify as elastic steel cables because 
one of ordinary skill in the art would have understood steel cables having an elongation at break of 4% or above to be elastic steel cables 
(Maiocchi was cited of interest in the final rejection as evidence of this) and applicants' own definition of elastic steel cables includes steel 
cables having an elongation at break as low as 3% (specification p. 4 lines 3-4); 

2) applicants' arguments concerning the "single ply" are not persuasive because the claims are directed to a product rather than the 
method of making the product and the method step of preparing the claimed 3-layer structure as a "single ply" does not result in a 
structurally different final product (method steps in article claims are only given weight to the extend that they require some structural 
difference in the claimed product (MPEP 2113). 
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
